STINGERS DEFEAT BISHOP’S- HOST MCGILL SATURDAY 


Football Update: The Stingers defeated Bishop's 33-15 on September 23 to improve their 
record to 2-1 in the O-QIFC. Concordia scored 29 points in the second half including three 
fourth quarter touchdowns. The defense had another great game as they held Gaiter running back 
Keith Kelly to 64 yards rushing. The Stingers outrushed the Gaiters 255 to 142 as third-year 
tailback J.F. Héroux (Trois-Riviéres, Que.) finished with 139 yards. First-year Stinger 
Bazil Rose (Montreal, Que.) made a major impact on the outcome of the game as he carried five 
times for 70 yards and two touchdowns. Senior defensive back Alvaro Martinez (Montreal, 
Que.) had the best game of his career as he contributed 13 tackles, a blocked field goal and one 
interception for 29 yards. 


Concordia Players of the Game- The Stinger coaching staff selected Alvaro Martinez, 
J.F. Héroux and Johnny Dilegge as game stars. Martinez was selected Defensive Player of 
the Game with 13 tackles, a blocked kick and an interception. Héroux ran for 139 yards and one 
touchdown. Dilegge had 6 punt returns for 86 yards after missing the previous game with a 
pulled hamstring. 


This Week: Concordia hosts the McGill Redmen Saturday, September 30th at 1:00 p.m. The 
Stingers defeated McGill September 16th 27-23 for their first victory over the 
Redmen in three years. The Redmen were defeated 26-17 by the Ottawa Gee Gees in their last 
game. They improved their record to 1-2. McGill 0.B. Yanik Préfontaine had an outstanding 
game passing for 258 yards. 


The Series: McGill leads 18-9, having won five of the last seven contests. 


In The Rankings: The Stingers have moved up to eighth in the weekly C.1.4.U. Rankings after 
their win over Bishop's. Conference rival Queen's is fifth while St. Mary's is *1 in the nation. 
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Defensive Leaders ¥s Bishop's: Cornerback Alvaro Martinez led the way with his 
team-high 13 tackles. First-year defensive end Eric Burrows (Montreal, Que.) contributed 
nine tackles including one Q.B. sack and one tackle for a loss. Burrows missed last week's game 
against Mcill and was a big factor in shutting down the powertul Gaiters’ running attack. 
First-year cornerback lan Ployart (Montreal, Que.) had two interceptions and now has three 
on the season. First-year linebacker Frank Huber (Montreal, Que.) , playing in his first game 
of the season, made eight tackles for the Stingers. Michael Eustace (Toronto, Ont.) had his 
first career interception for the team. Eustace started his fourth consecutive game for 
Concordia, after being a special teams player the last two years. , 


Offense in Gear: The Stingers had 401 yards in total offense, their biggest total since 
October 15, 1988. J.F. Héroux had his second consecutive 100 yards rushing game as he 
finished with 139 yards. He also scored one touchdown. Third-year 0.B. Ron Aboud 
(Montreal, Que.) got back on track a3 he completed 10 passes for 163 yards and one touchdown. 
Newcomer Mike Weerts (Montreal, Que.) had one circus catch for 63 yards while Mike 
Noble (Mississauga, Ont.) caught four passes for 46 yards and one touchdown. 


Stingers in the O-QIFC Stats: J.F. Héroux sits second in conference rushing with 253 
yards on 36 carries, good for a 7 yards/carry average. Martin Ferdais (|berville, Que.) and 
lan Ployart both have three interceptions to lead the league in that category. Al¥ara 
Martinez sits fifth in total tackles with 27 in three games.
